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In an effort to avoid direct responsibility 
for last week’s incident, the Israeli delegate on the UN Mixed 
Armistice Commission in Jerusalem offered on 15 October to 
vote for the resolution charging Israel with the attack if there 
was no mention of "Israeli regular army" involvement. Initial 
public reactions of the Israeli government suggest that it will 
seek to divert the current international focus from the specific 
incident to Arab-Israeli disputes in general. 

There is" still no evidence that the incident 
will lead to a breakdown of the Arab-Israeli armistice.
